Food Prices in Mexico. 

The City of Mexijo has a municipal 
maiket, and. according to a correspon- 
dent of the New York Evening Post, 
the citizens of that city ate not worri- 
ed much about the cost of living. 

The correspondent quotes some prices 
that are decidedly interesting as com- 
pared with thoee prevailing today in 
the cities of the United States. The 
best cuts of beef, he S9ys. retails at 8 
and 9 cents c. pound ; bread sells at 2 
1-2'cents a loaf ; flour may be had at 
from 75 cents to $1 for fifty pounds 
and corn meal from 1 to 2 cents a 
pound. Another good feature of lite 
in Mexico City is that the servants 
work for small wages and "stan 
hitched." The best of them it is stat- 
ed, can be hired for $3 to $5 a month, 
and they remain in one family fifteen 
to twentv years. All are numbered 
and tagged by the Government, so as 
to be traceable by the police." 

The Evening Post correspondent, 
gives the municipal market credit for 
the prevalence of such low prices for 
the necessities of life. "The buyer 
deals directly with fc the producer, ex- 
ceDt in the few cases of feoffee, sugar, 
salt, pepper and like staples." Of 
course the municipal market Is not 
responsible for the satisfactory status 
of the servant [auestion nor for the 
fact that "a whole house rents for 
from $17 to S18 a month," and that "a 
taxicab ride anywhere in the city costs 
only 15 to 20 cents." Nevertheless 
the municipal market is tne one best 
methd of reducing the cost of living 
in Mexico or anywhere else. 

The average citizen of the United 
States would not care to live in Mexi- 
co under any conditions. As a matter 
ot fact he would rather rustle for a 
living in this country than accept free 
board ana lodging in Mexico City if it 
were tendered along with a free ticket 
to that iand of perennial political tur- 
moil. But "the proof of the pudding 
lain the eating thereof," and the 
story told by the Evening Post's emis- 
sary goes to prove that the municipal 
market is a good thing for the ulti- 
mate consumer in Mexico as it is else 
where. 



Hitting Hard. 

GovernorfWilscn delivered a telling 
biow to Kooseveit a preposterous claim 
to leadership of the real progressive 
thought of the country when, at Sioux 
City, he showed k that the Roosevelt 
Dlan for "regulating" trusts, instead 
of preventing them, originated with 
Gary and Perkins. These gentlemen 
are not interested in the people. The 
inteiests of Gary and Perkins are 
wrapped up in trusts and Mr. Roose- 
velt is their agent to carry out their 
plan.

Opinion on New Press Measure. 

Attorney Ueneral Wickersham sent 
to Postmaster General Hitchcock a 
written oninion on certain phases of 
the new Federal law requiring daily 
and weekly newspapers and some other 
publications to piesent to the Post- 
master General semi annual sworn 
statements of their circulation, owner- 
ship of their stock and bonds and other 
information under penalty of denial of 
(he use of the mails. 

The Attorney General upholds tbe 
Postmaster's construction that it is 
immaterial whether subesnptions are 
individual or in bulk, and that the pro- 
vision of the law covers the number of 
copies of a publication distributed to 
certain paid subscribers by aiy means. 
Mr. Wickersharn's opinion, prepared at 
the direction of President Taft, does I 
not touch upon the constitutionality of | 
the law which is part of the|postoffice 
appropriation bill enacted at the last I 
session of Congress. 

Mr. Hitchcock inquired whether the 
law "shall be limited to paid individu- 
al subesriptions, or shall include pur- 
chases in bulk by news agents or oth- i 
ers for redistribution : also whether in 
your opinion the provision covers paid 1 
ciculation of daily newspapers not 
distributed through the mails.""

DREAMS PROTECT OUR SLEEP 

Reasonable Explanation of Event* 
Which Have Been a Puzzle to 



Dreams seem a mere play of imag- 
ination without any value — the more 
' as every serious student has recog- 
nized that it is absurd to think that 
dreams have any prophetic character. 
Rut, in recent times, science has dis- 
covered the probable purpose of the 
dreams, and has found in this case 
again that nature does not give to us 
anything which is superfluous. 

In the present view of science, 
dreams fulfill the purpose of pro- 
tecting our sleep, and this end 
is reached by those apparently 
meaningless flights of the imagi- 
nation. Most dreams start from 
some disturbance or excitement 
of our organism. Something may 
press on us, or touch us, or we may 
hear a sound, or we may have some 
digestive trouble, or we may lie in 
an uncomfortable position, and so on. 
Any such disturbance would excite the 
mind and would easily lead to a 
breaking up of the sleep which is nec- 
essary for us in order to be fresh for 
the next day's work. 

The dream provides the solution. In 
creating a fantastic background for 
that disturbance, by which the inner 
j excitement becomes adapted to a 
whole situation In which it fits 
well, our efforts to remove it 
becomes sidetracked and the sleep 
can go on without interruption. 
We may have thrown off a 
blanket and feel cold. Our dream 
brings us to a snowy winter land- 
scape in the midst of the cold winter 
day, where we begin to skate, and all 
the coldness is then so natural and 
well adjusted to the whole illusory ex- 
perience that our mind moves on 
without destroying the sleep. — From 
St. Nicholas. 



Cleaning a Rusty Rifle. 

It is an easy matter to clean a rusty 
rifle barrel, but when the rust has 
pitted the metal to any depth, the ac- 
curacy of the rifle is destroyed. When 
the rust is very thick saturate the in- 
side of the barrel with coal oil, and 
allow it to soak well in for an hour or 
more. When the rust has softened 
somewhat wrap some tow around the 
ramrod, and pour enough coal oil up- 
on it to thoroughly moisten it, and 
push in a rotary manner through the 
barrel and back a dozen times. When 
the tow gets very dirty renew it and 
continue the process until the coarser 
portion of the rust has been removed. 
A round brush of stiff bristles is next 
fixed to the ram-rod, moistened thor- 
oughly with the oil, and twisted into a 
barrel, running it back and forth at 
least a dozen times, thus loosening the 
dirt that has been more firmly attach- 
ed to it. The first operation is now 
repeated, except that the tow on the 
ramrod is left dry, and the rubbing 
with this must be continued in all 
directions as long as it comes out 
soiled. The use of wire brushes i3 
objectionable for cleaning guns, as the 
numerous steel point3 cut into the 
tube. Careful cleaning of the metal 
parts after use, and giving them a 
coat of petroleum or sweet oil when 
laid aside, will keep a rifle free from 
rust and ready for use at all times. 



Why the Country is Deserted. 

There are all sorts of reasons given 
why we can no longer keep our young 
people in the country, and most of the 
all sorts of reasons are good, but there 
is one which is just beginning to be 
recognized which is most potent of all, 
and yet most insidious. In the teach- 
ers of the little children in the coun- 
try do we find the danger; these teach- 
ers, knowing nothing reaJly of rural 
life, instil the thought tflbm the be- 
ginning, "Get an education so as to 
get away from this place into a big 
city where you can have a chance!" 
And now our slow-going government 
has at last recognized this danger and 
sends out this warning: "The ten- 
dency of the rural school to encour- 
age' emigration to the city is due to 
the fact that the course of study in 
most rural schools is merely a copy 
of that given to city school children, 
without reference to the different en- 
vironment and local needs of the 
country child. As a* result the au- 
thors declare that teachers every- 
where, with rare exceptions, have 
idealized city life, and unwittingly 
have been potent factors in inducing 
young men and women to leave the 
farm and more into the city." — TJni- 
versalist Leader.

Plan to Baild in the Spring. 

With a view of beginning the erec- 
tion of their new store room and office 
building at the corner of Sixth and 
Main streets toe firm of S. H. Kress 
& Co., ot New York, are making pre- 
parations to dispose of the old church 
building on the site and plan to get the 
new building under way at the earliest 
possible date. 

Mr. LeeJT. Beall. who since the pur- 
chase of the site, has been acting in 
the capacity of acent for the firm, has 
received instructions from the head- 
quarters in New York to dispose of 
the old church building as soon as pos- 
sible and hae the site cleared not later 
than January 1. 1913. 

With this objcet in view Mr. Beall 
has had several contractors going over 
the old building, the material in wnich 
will be sold to the highest bidder, and 
he hopes to effect a trade within the 
next few days. 

For some time the firm of Kress & 
Co.. which operates five and ten cent 
stores in all the principal cities in the 
United States, has been planning to 
elect a building on the site, which was 
purchased about three years ago, but 
for some reason they were retarded in 
the work. It is proposed to erect a 
three story building, which will front

—Mr. John R. Doyle, one of the old- 
est and most highly resDected citizens 
of this city, died at the home of his 
daughter, Mre. Edward Burke, in 
South Paris yesterday evening at 6 
o'clock, after a protracted illness due 
to the infirmities of old age. 

Mr. Doyle, who was in his eightieth 
year, was one of the Pioneer citizens 
of Paris. He was a native of Ireland 
and was born in the county of Kerry 
in May 1832. At the age of 25 and in 
1857 he emigrated to America lucating 
in Paris where he has since made his 
home. 

For many year* Mr. Doyie was one 
cf the most prosperous citizens of the 
community. He was actively engaged 
as a stone mason and as a reward for 
his labors amassed a considerable sum 
of money most of which was invested 
in real estate which during the latter 
years of life, he allowed to pass into 
the hands of his children. With his 
family he occupied what is known as 
the Doyle home on the north end of 
High street, which is now owned by 
Mr. Henry Fuhrman, the property be- 
ing disposed of following the death of 
his venerable wife, Mrs. Mary Doyie, 
who preceded her husband to the grave 
ten years ago. 

After the death of his wife, Mr. 
Doyle made his home with his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Ed Burke.

He was a 
man of unusual vitality, and until re- 
cently in spite of his weakened condi- 
tion he has been ecxeedingly active.

CENTER OF DRUM INDUSTRY 

Massachusetts Town From Which In- 
struments Are Turned Out by 
Hundred Thousand Yearly. 

The town of Granville, Mass., sends 
out nearly half a million toy drums 
every year. It is no wonder that 
Granville lads, however soldierly, 
care nothing about drums, for they 
are toe old a story. 

As in other businesses, there is a 
constant demand for new models and 
designs, and a popular drum of today 
may find no sale tomorrow. 

A unique drum made a number of 
years ago has never been duplicated, 
ft was made for advertising purposes, 
and the hoops were eight feet in di- 
ameter. 

A search was made all about Gran- 
ville for the biggest cattle, and a 
whole hide was used for a head. Be- 
fore the drum was put together a 
horse was driven through the barrel, 
30 that an Idea of Its size can be 
obtained. 

The "drumsticks" were small tele- 
graph poles." The drum was taken 
to Boston and exhibited. The build- 
ing In which it was displayed col- 
lapsed, however, and the huge drum 
was ruined. But its memory still 
lives in Granville and has become a 
tradition of the place.

the heads, which 
-.^nd the dampness 
and neai or a tropical sea voyage, are 
sent across the country by rail. 

When the parts arrive they are set 
up again, and the drums are ready for 
sale. The drums are first put togeth- 
er before leaving the factory, and 
each part fitted, so that the reas- 
sembling is an easy matter. 

The process of making drums re- 
veals the same minute subdivision of 
labor that is shown in all modern 
manufacturing. How minute this is 
maybe shown by the fact that a single 
workman is able to turn out more 
than 2,000 pieces a day of some of 
the parts. The making of the heads 
is an interesting process. 

The sheepskins arrive in a par- 
tially dressed state, and are at once 
scraped and dried. Cutters are put 
to work and circular pieces cut out. 

Part of the waste is used in mak- 
ing snaredrums and the rest is 
shipped to the glue factory. The finer 
drumheads are made of calfskin, 
stretched and dried by a special pro- 
cess. 

The wooden barrel of the drum is 
made by a machine, which takes a log 
of wood and peels from it, somewhat 
as a skin Is peeled from an apple.

—Tuesday, October 29, has been fix- 
ed for the opening date for the sale of 
loose leaf tobacco on the Lexington 
market. The date fixed for the open- 
ing of the market is at least one 
month earlier than that last year, due 
to the early maturing of tobacco 'and 
favorable weather for curing the crop, 
which has prevailed with but little 
intermission. 

—Work is prorgessing rapidly on the 
immense loose leaf house here for the 
Cynthiana Tobacco Warehouse Comna- 
ny in North Main street. It will cov- 
er a space 118x282 feet, with a floor 
space of 96x260 feet. The Cynthiana 
Tobacco Warehouse Company has 
bought from the Farmers' Tobacco 
Warehouse Company and Luther Hum- 
phrey, two lots on the west side of 
North Main street, on which will be 
built two houses for prizing tobacco. 

—In the thousand'dollar saddle horse 
stake at the St. Louis Horse Show 
Thursday night.

City Hall, Paris, Ky., Sept. 26, 1912. 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and 
Board of Council of the City of Paris, 
Ky., that a Board of Commissioners is 
hereby created to be known as the 
Board of Control of the W. W. Massie 
Hospital to manage and govern the 
Hospital of that name now owned by 
the City of Paris. Said Board shall 
consist of five members to be appointed 
by the Mayor by and with the consent 
of the Council, for a term of five years 
or until their successors are appointed 
and qualified, but provided that of the 
members appointed during the year of 
1912 one Commissioner's term of office 
shall expire in one year from date of his 
appointment, one Commissioner's term 
of office shall expire in two years, one 
Commissioner's term of office shall ex- 
pire in three years, one Commissioner's 
term of office shall expire in four years 
and one Commissioner's term of office 
shall expire in five years from date of 
said appointment, and that the suc- 
cessors to each of the said Commis- 
sioners shall expire in five years from 
the date of his appointment. No per- 
son shall be appointed as a member of 
the Board who has not reached the age 
of twenty-five years or who has not 
been a citizen of the City of 
Paris for the last three years 
preceeding his appointment. Before 
entering upon the discharge of his du- 
ties each Commissioner shall take the 
oath of office required by other City 
Officials and a record of which shall 
be entered upon the minute book cf the 
Board of Council, and he shall execute 
a bond to the City of Paris in a penal 
sum of 1100.00 for the faithful discharge 
of his duties, which bend must be ap- 
proved by the Mayor and filed in his 
office. The Mayor may make removals 
of the members of the Board for 
cause, to be stated in^ writing, and in 
any case of removal the Mayor shall 
submit the facts and reasons to the 
Board of Council for its approval and 
the said Board of Council shall have 
the power to reinstate such persons 
removed. 

OFFICERS OF THE BOARD— RE- 
PORT. 

The Commissioners who shall be ap- 
pointed and who shall qualify as afore- 
said shall a3 soon as convenient there- 
after meet and choose one of their num- 
ber to be President of their Board to 
serve for the term of one year, and an- 
nually thereafter the President shall in 
like manner be chosen. The duties of 
the President shall be the usual duties 
incumbent upon such an office and such 
as the Board may prescribe. Said Board 
shall also elect a Secretary, wh6 may 
or may not be one of their number, 
whose duties shall be, in addition to 
keeping an accurate and exact minutes 
of all meetings of the Board, to keep a 
set of books showing with accuracy the 
receipts and expenditures of the Board 
and shall preserve on file duplicate 
vouchers for all expenditures, which 
books and vouchers shall at all times 
be subject to the examination of the 
Mayor or any Committee of the Board 
of Council authorized to make such ex- 
amination, either by themselves or 
through an expert accountant duly 
chosen, and shall, together with the 
Board of Commissioners, at the end of 
each fiscal year prepare and submit to 
the Board of Council a full and detailed 
report and statement of all the acts 
and doings of the Board for the pre- 
ceeding year, together with a com- 
plete and itemized account of all re- 
ceipts and disbursements of money, to- 
gether with such information as the 
Board deems proper and necessary for 
the benefit of said Hospital and the 
general public. 

The Board shall elect its own Treas- 
urer and certify the said election to the 
Board of Council and the Board of 
Council shall fix the bond of said Treas- 
urer in a penal sum to be approved by 
the said Board of Council. Said Treas- 
urer will take the oath and execute 
bond to the City of Paris, for the faith- 
ful discharge of his duties, which bond 
shall be approved by the Mayor and 
filed in his office. The said Treasurer 
to keep a distinct account of all moneys 
belonging to and all moneys which may 
be hereafter dedicated to or set apart 
for said Hospital purposes, and shall 
only pay out or deliver any of the said 
funds upon the warrant of the said 
Board, countersigned by the Secretary, 
and approved by the presiding officer 
of the said Board, and shall perform 
such other duties as may be prescribed 
by said Board, 

DUTIES: 
The Board of Control shall keep a 
record of all their proceedings, which, 
together with the books of the Secre- 
tary and other officials of the Hospital, 
and all of the books and papers of the 
Institution, shall be open to the inspec- 
tion of any of the Commissioners and 
the Mayor or any committee of the 
Council or any person appointed either 
by the Mayor" or the Board of Council, 
for their examination. The Board of 
Control shall have full charge of all the 
buildings and the furniture of the In- 
I stitution, and have the same insured. 
The said Board of Control at all times 
j shall have full power to inquire into and 
j examine and make rules for the gov- 
j ernment and management of said Hos- 
j pital and the inmates thereof, and the 
j official conduct of the officers and em- 
j ployees of the same; and for that rea- 
son, shall have free access to the 
grounds, buildings and all books and 
j papers relating to said hospital, and all 
I persons now and hereafter in any man- 
' ner connected with the same, are here- 
i by directed and required, to give such 
j information as may afford such facili- 
i ties for inspection as such Board of 
U^ouncil may require. The Board of 
Control shall prescribe rules and regu- 
1 lations for the government of said 
Hospital^ for the preservation of the 
buildings and the grounds, and such 
rules and regulations as prescribed 
shall be faithfully observed by all of 
the officers and employees of said Hos- 
pital. Said Board shall have full pow- 
er to appoint and to engage all the offi- 
cers and employees of said Hospital, 
and to discharge the same at any time 
they may decide to dispense with their 
services. Said Board shall have full 
power to expend at their discretion any 



surplus standing to the credit of aaid 
Institution from time to time, for the 
purpose of carrying on said Hospital 
and shall prescribe the rates for the 
care of patients in said Hospital, and 
shall have full power to collect the 
moneys due for the same.
